OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 6.—Bank 


robbing In Oklahoma Is on the In- 
crease. Robbers got $95,666.88 In 
swag during 1919 in this state, ac- 
cording to statistics compiled by the 
Oklahoma Bankers' Association. This 
figure Is announced In comparison 
with 
$11,161.50 
in 
1918, and 


$9,048.58 In 1917. The presence of 
liberty bonds in vaults is held res- 
ponsible for the great increase in 
robberies. 
The greatest single loss in the 


year was suffered by tho State bank 
at Stratford when $22,00 in money 
-and liberty bonds was taken from 
its vaults In a daring daylight rob- 
bery last April 25. Only one of the 
three robbers was masked. An auto- 
mobile was used to make their es- 
cape. 
Two dollars Is the smallest loot 


gained In a robbery In 1919. 


Fourteen men have been convicted 


of bank robberies and sentenced to 
from five to fifty years. Six were 
sentenced to twenty years or more. 
Thirty-four were arrested and two 
killed Burglaries and holdups were 
about evenly divided, the 
former

CITY MANAGER PLAN PROGRESSES 


The movement set afoot by the local post of the American 


Legion, to change the form of the Ardmore municipal govern- 
ment into the city managerial form, is moving forward. The 
American Legion post voted unanimously in favor of such a 
change. Other local organizations have followed suit. Senti- 
ment is crystallizing rapidly around the idea for local civic 
betterment. 


A committee headed by a member of the American Legion 


visited Wichita, Kan., yesterday and spent the day in inves- 
tigating the workings of the city managerial plan in that pros- 
perous and beautiful city. For nearly three years the new 
method of municipal administration has been in operation 
there. 


The committee reports that efforts were made to find dis- 


satisfaction with the city manager plan 'as it operates in Wich- 
ita, but that no citizen interviewed gave evidence of such dis- 
satisfaction. 
The general expression was that Wichita has 


benefited by the innovation and that an overwhelming per- 
centage of the people find it satisfactory. 
The fact that the 


entire board of commissioners first elected under the new 
plan was re-elected last year is taken as evidence that satis- 
faction has been given. 


Wichita is peculiarly fortunate, it appears, in having as 


city manager a local man who gives his time to the work be- 
cause of .his devotion to the city's good. City Manager^. W. 
Clapp is said to be worth several millions of dollars. Tlie first 
city manager received a salary of $10,000 a year, which was 
the highest salary paid for similar service by any-American 
city. Mr. Clapp, who was mayor during the first' two years 
of city managerial operation, voluntarily lopped off $4,000 
from the salary when he became city manager. He is trying 
to run affairs of the city as he ran his own business affairs. 
It is a job requiring close application and high executive abil- 
ity.

SMITHEHS, B. C.—The Hudsons 


Bay Company's old ranch in the 
heart of the Bulkeley Valley on-the 
Grand 
Trunk Pacific main 
line, 


known throughout the Northwest as 
the "Black Jack" McDonnell ranch, 
has been taken over by the Canadian 
Soldier Settlement Board, divided in- 
to farms and allotted to four return, 
ed soldiers. 


The ranch, which is seven miles 


from Smithers, was established by 
the Hudson's Bay Company in the 
closing days 6f the last century to 
supply food and farm products to 
argonauts who followed the Tele- 
graph trail through the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the Blackwater country, Ques- 
nel and the Bulkeley Valley on their 
way to the Klondike gold fields. It 
was the last oupply point for the 
gold seekers on their long and dan- 
gerous journey through the northern 
wilderness. It was called in those 
days "Last Chance" ranch. 


This Hudson's Bay ranch now 


taken over for soldier settlement Is 
distinct from the lands which the 
company is throwing open for farm 
settlement. These lands lie east of 
the Rockies.
